better ears and you also have QRM but it's just quieter.

and SSB, all the guys racked up a significant state count. 
I was one away from WAS in a 24 hour period. You guys in 
WY need to enter next year. :-)

In conversation today, one of the locals mentioned running an Off-Center 
fed wire back in his youth (which could have been quite a while back) 


I don't have the room for this monster, but it sounds interesting. The 

wire was 400 feet long, fed 135 feet from one end with ladder line. The 
feedline was 1/2-wave on 80 Meters, or 133 feet long. This antenna was 

used on 160 M thru 10 M, and was "tuned" with a balanced tuner (Johnson 

'Matchbox' was mentioned) 


Looking at this on paper, it is about 1.5-waves on 80 M and 12-waves on 
10 M. This should be a decent antler, and show some end-fire gain and 
bi-directional pattern. 


It's a thought for Field Day as I can't fit one in my yard.

Hi all, 


Back from the freat adventure in the Rockies. We stayed at the YMCA camp in 
Rocky Mountain National Park. Got up there later than I had planned, there 
was a car on fire in the canyon half way up and I had to wait until they got 
that cleared. No one hurt. Got up to the cabin after dark and the wind was 
was blowing about 40 mph. I got the SLV up and decided to hang the 100 foot 
zepp fed with twin lead as backup. The cabin that we were in was at about 
9500 feet and the hillside sloped away to the east at about 25 degrees. I got 
the zepp hung from the porch of the cabin as there were not trees around this 
one. Height of the dipole was onoy about 15 feet but it worked OK last year. 
I got the SLV set up, slapped the Autek RF-1 on it and tuned it for 40 
meters. This SLV is the one that I modded with the tunable coil made from 
insulation and tinned wire. Got set up inside and tuned in 40 meters. Oh my 
God! what a mess. I had forgotten all about the CQ WW. The band was wall to 
wall CW. I listened for a while but was just to tired to fight all of that 
QRO crud. I looked out the window to get a reading on the wind, and the SLV 
was getting beat. I decided to pull it down and wait for the morning and 30 
meters. Got up the next moring early ( I never sleep late) and got the 
antenna set up again. Darned it the thing didn't tune 1:1 for 30 meters with 


a impedence of 45 ohms! I guess the ground up there is more conductive than 
here. I got back inside by the nice warm fire, got the coffee and turned on 
30 meters. Darned it the band was not hopping! I guess there were a lot of 
ops out there looking for a haven from the contest madness. I called and got 
answered, called and got answered. The SLV worked like a champ! Most of the 
QRO guys said "5watts and a fishing what?!?!" and worked a lot of QRP ops. 
Worked coast to coast but no DX. The zepp could not compare to the SLV for 30 
meters. The SLV was louder and the signal reports were about 1-2 units 
better. Had a nice long rag chew with Larry, NFOZ, one of the CQC club 
locals. He was in Texas on vacation and running QRP as well. I think that I 
might have made a couple of converts out of some of the QRO guys. I just did 
not have the patience for the contest. I did get a couple of answers on 20 
meters and 40 meters, but the band was just to busy for my quiet state of 
mind. 30 meters seemed to be the only place that people were who were not 
"testing". I tried 20, 40 meter novice, and 80 meters, but everybody was 
testing there radios. 

I am real pleased and suprised with the performance of the SLV with the 
modded tunable coil. This was the first real field test of the new design. It 
worked well and held up well in winds up to 40 mph until I took it down. I 
would tune 20, 30 and 40 meters real well. On 40 meters where I had resonant 
ground radials, the SWR was 1:0 to 1 and impedence was 48 ohms. Seemed like 
it should paly real well there. I called a Russian, a JA and a couple of 
Swedes and got answered on 40 meters. I did get a QRZed? from a GI4. Just was 
not in a contest mood. I have worked the CQWW and have enjoyed it, and I do 
like to contest, but was more in the mood for some casual QSO's and to test 
the antenna.
